by direct recruitment. service in grade of 

Rs, 5900-6700 (including 
service rendered in the 
pre-revised scale of 
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Rs. 2500-2750) failing 
which Supertime Grade 
Officers in the sacle of 
Rs. 5900-6700 with twelv 
years regular service after 
being appointed, or as 
the case may be, pro¬ 
moted to the level of 
Specialist Grade I, Pro¬ 
fessor of Chief Medical 
Officer. 

(ii) Officers holding posts 
under Sub-rule(9) of Rule 
4 of the Central Health 
Service Rules, 1982, who 
would have become eligi¬
